Rove MAXUFACTORY DESTROYED—L.058 ABOUT ONE
Houxprep A¥D Tairry Toaovsanp Dounani—
About hall-past B o’clock on Saturony evening &
most desiruetive tire broke out al the extensive
rope manufactory ot Fitler, Weaver & Co., situ-
auted on the east side of Germuntown road,
between Ninth and Tenth streets, in the Nine-
teenth Ward, All the spucious main buildings
counected with the establishment were entirely
desiroyed, together with a vast amaunt of mate:
rinl, making a total loss of about $130,000, on
which there 18 nn insurance of about $30,000,

I he prineipal build ng was a three story brick
edifice, siluated on Germantown road. 'This
bullang was 120 feet in length by 40 feot in
aepth, It wes here thut the main operationg ol
the urm, consist'ng of spinning sl preparing
bemyp, took place, and toehnically termed the
“ieuny houss," East of 1this was a long one-
story brick building, used ifor preparing Ame-
rican hemp,  Extending irom the main building
was # large twostory brick structure ealled the
wachive sllr-r. The one-etory brick bull fing
was the cpgine and bolter-bouse, Extending
ueross 8 teld the distance ol 1300 feet, all the
way fo the Kensington Water Basin, were two
parallel one-story trame rope-walks,

The tiremen o1 the vicinity were in o distant
part of the city ona ’mtmlp. Chief Lyle, who
was with 1bem, detached the portion belonging
to the district, and despatclhicd them to the
spot, Circumstances seemed to conspire to pre-
vent the enving of the property.

The fremen who were tirst upon the ground
staled that there were but Lwo test of water 1n
the Kensington basin, and they were nuable
to sccompli-h any edective secvies, not being
ableto obimn a sufficient supply to (oree throngn
# long hme of hose, The watchman who nrat
ciscovered the fire states that 1 originated in
the second story of the spinning-room, and was
of litile consequence at frst, but 4 waut of water
prevented ite extinguishment,

With the gingle exception of the engine house,
which had oniy the rool destroved, a'l of toe
nbove butldings were entirely consumei by the
flames, but it I8 believed thut the boiler aud
engine are in tolerably good coudition,

Ihe extensive ropewalks and their valuable
contents were saved by catting away their con-
neetion with the main building,

A range of frame stables in the rear of the
establischment were saved, together with & now-
ber of harees Jocated in them,

A frame two-and-a-hulfstory dwelling, sitoated
near the factory at the south end, and occupied
by Andrew Wingate, one of the principal work-
